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“AN ACT OF WAR 


Siam Blockade. 


According to the Paris Press It Has 
Been Declared To-Day. 


NO FORMAL NOTIFICATION RECEIVED 
BY THE OTHER POWERS. 


Detachment of thé Foreign Legion of the 
French Army Preparing to Depart for 
Baignon — Bangkok Fears Bombarda- 
ment—The French Quit thé Menam— 
Si-Chang the Naval Base of Opera- 


tions. 

Paris, July 28.—It is semi-oficially an- 
monuced that the French blockade of the 
Siamese Coast will be putin operation to- 
Gay. Added to this is the statement that 

1,800 of the troops forming the Foreign 
Legion ofthe French army, have received 
orders to prepare to depart for Saignon, the 
city in Siam, which is the dase ot French 
military operations there. 

These announcements are regarded as om 
Cilalby the Paris press, and set aside the 
statements current yesterday, that a com- 
promise had been arrived at through regard 
for British interests, and that the declaration 
ofa blockade might be withheld until a sat- 
isfactory adjustment of the dispute was 
made, or all proposals rejected. 

According tothe usage of nations France 
must formally notify the powers that 
she has declared the ports of 
Slam blockaded. and follow this 
declaration up with a sufficient show of force 
to make the blockade effective. This she 
can do with the ships flying the French flag 
now off the coast of Siam. The serving of 
formal notice on other nations is 
in itself a declaration of war, 
and tit has been done to-day war between 
France and Siam may be said to have begun. 

The power to declare war by France is 
vested in the French Parliament, but the 
Chamber of Deputies and the Senate have 
Already, by a unanimous vote, given the 
Ministry power to take such action as it may 
deem necessary to maintain the national 
honor in the contention with Siam. This 
practically clothes Carnot and his Cabinet 
with fall power to declare war, for in carry- 
ing out their instructions steps may be taken 
that will make war inevitable. The 
news of to-day is in consonance with the 
announcement emanating from the foreign 
office yesterday evening after M. De Ville’s 
conference with Lord Dufferin, the British 
Ambassador to France, that France intends 
to settle the questions of treaty violation and 
national dignity which has been created by 
Slams attitude, and that France's rule of 

action will not be to allow any foreign inter- 
ference jn this matter. 

This was a notification to England that she 
would be expected to keep her hands off in 
the adjustment of the grievance which 
France holds against Siam. 

_ WHERE EXGLARD STANDS. 

Lorpor, July 28.—So far as known the Brit- 
ish Foreign Office is in receipt of no official 
notification from the French Government 
‘that a blockade of Siamese ports has been 
declared to go into effect to-day. 
Dispatches from Paris to-day state that 
the newspapers of that city publish 
statements conveying sem!-official informa- 
tion to that effect. The blockade of one 
nation’s ports by another is an act of war, 
andif France has made a move of this sort 
England will have to tamely submit to an 
effectual stoppage of her commercial inter- 
course with Siam or take steps to raise the 
embargo on her trade, 

In the Lords last night Lord Roseberry, 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, said in reply to 
interrogatories on the Siamese trouble, that 
Great Britian had refused to intervene in the 
dispute, upon the merits of which the 
Government did not feel called upon to ex. 
press an opinion. It had, therefore, confined 
itself to providing forthe safety of British 
Ives and interests in Bangkok. It was 
to be regretted that some persons ap- 
peared to suspect that in those provisions 
which were none too large to be taken 
among an oriental population of 85,000 per- 
sons, was encouragement tothe Siamese to 
persevere in a hopeless resistance to the 
French. It was hardly necessary to state 
that the British Government had from the 
beginning sedulously avoided giving any aa- 
vice to Siam beyond the occasion when she 
had asked for it, but Great Britain had urged 
her to make terms as quickly as possible with 
her powerful neighbor. Nevertheless, the 
British Government was by no means indif- 
ferent tothe events now passing in Siam. 
Great Britain had first place in the great com- 
mercial interests; her shipping amounted to 
87 per cent of the tonnage there, and her 
trade to 98 per cent of the total value. For 
this reason he regrettei that France deemed 
that a blockade was necessary.

UUT OF THE MENAM. 


The French Ships Pass Into the Gulf of 
Siam— Bangkok's Fear. 

BaNGKox, July 28.—The French gunboats 
have crossed the bar and passed out of the 
Menam River, bearing on board M. Paive, 
the representative of France. This com- 
pletely severs the diplomatic relations be- 
tween the two nations. 

Bangkok is quiet. Although the native 
feeling against the foreigners in the city is 
strong, there is no disorder, The anxiety 
as to the outcome of the trouble continues. 

Whfle thé ministers of the King are averse 
to war they seem disposed to stand on the 
reply to the French ultimatum and refuse to 
accede to the territorial claims of the power- 
ful Bapublic. 

The French war ships after passing out of 
the Menam proceeded to Koh-81- 
Chang, a group of islands near the 
head of the Gulf of Slam. 
It is dere the ships of the French Indo- 
China squadron, while in command of Ad- 
miral.Humann, will rendezvous, ready to 
execute any movement that may be contem- 
plated by the French Government. 

Trade at Bangkok is atastandstill. There 
are no foreign merchant vessels in the river. 

The feeling here is that France’ will not 
modify her demands, anda blockade of the 
Menam, Mekong, and other channels of 
commerce will be declared, How soon there 
isnow no means of foretelling. The next 
step, it is feared, will be the bom- 
bardment of Bangkok. In expectation 
ofthis, foreign consuls have taken meas- 
ures for the protection of the subiects and 
citizens of their respective governments. 

The waters of the Menam are not yet deep 
enough over the bar atthe river’s mouth to 
permit the entrance of war ships ofthe frst 
class. This fact may defer the attack on the 
city for some time, until the monsoons in- 
crease the river’s volume.

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SITUATION VERY SERJOUS. 


Capture of Managua Confirmed—Wendel- 
kolk’s Trial— Foreign. 


PANAMA, July 28.—Telegrams received here 
confirm the report of the capture of Managua 
by the revolutionists Tuesday. Details just 
received say there was hard fighting and 
great loss of life on both sides. It is reported 


that 600 Hondurian troops under Bonilla 
fought with the troops from Leon. 
The Leon troops were much more 
enthusiastic than those from Granada. It 18 
reported that during the fight a detachment 
from one of the Government rrisons in 
Managua deserted and joined the Leon 
troops under Gen. Zelaya. Gen. Zevala has 
gone to Granada with the Government 
troops, where a strong defense willi probably 
be made. Communication has been cut of 
from all pointsin Nicaragua, except Rivas 
and Granada. The situation is considered 
very serious. The United States steamer 
Alliance arrived here yesterday from Cal- 
lao. She is bound for Corinto. 


TO RETALIATE ON RUSSIA. 
BERLIN, July 28.—The Federal Council held 
a meeting to-day to ccnsider what customs 
reprisals should be made against Russia for 
the increased duties levied by that country 


on imported German products. The council 

finally resolved to place an additional tax of 

50 per cent of all Russian products im- 

ye into Germany. The new duties will 
collected on and after Aug. 1.

The Balance of Trade Against the 
United States Decreasing. 


GOLD IMPORTS A FAVORABLE SYMP- 
101 OF COMING CONFIDENCS 


Much of the Yellow Metal Now Coming 
Bach to Us Was That Shipped Abroad 
Several Months Ago-American Ex- 
port of Cereals— General Business 


Troubles. 


New York, July 28.—Inquiry among the big 
banking houses this morning shows the 
report given out last night relative to gold 
imports were somewhat overestimated. The 
Seligmans say they will not import a million 
of gold this week as reported, but may ex- 
change some next week if the rates of ex- 
change are favorable. 

Drexel, Morgan & Co. deny that they have 
engaged a dollar’s worth of gold and have 
not any coming out except a few lots which 
were bought some days ago and were on the 
way before the present agitation Degan. 

Ladenbergh, Thalmann &Co. and Kuhn, 
Loeb & Co. all say they have not engaged 
any gold for import. It is possible, how- 
ever, that the latter firm may engage a mill- 
ion of gold before the day is over. It is said 
the firm received callsthis morning war- 
ranting the above statement. This leaves 
the positive engagements of gold at $1,000,000 
for Lazard and $200,000 for Von Hoffman & 
Co., $1,000,000 less than was generally under- 
stood last night. 

At the banks, it was said, up to ll o'clock 
the calls for currency from the West ag- 
gregated about $200,000. 

Heidelbach, Ickleharmer & Co. announce 
they have just been notified of a shipment 
to them of $500,000 in gold by the Umbria, 
sailing to-morrow. This makes $1,600,000 
engaged for to-morrow. — 

WASHINGTON, July 8. — The large orders 
said to dave deen given by New 
York financial houses for gold abroad 
to be imported into t 1.18 
are regarded at the Treasury as 
a favorable symptom of returning conf- 
dence. Much of this gold now coming here 
is the same gold that was exported several 
months ago. The shipment of American 
cereals abroad within the past two months 
bas reduced the balance of trade against us. 
In such circumstances it will be natural for 
the United States to continue to receive 
gold from abroad. Gold in considerable 


quantities is also coming here fromthe West 
Indies. This, on reaching here, finds its 
way tothe Assay office and is melted up into 
barandthis and the European gold. soon 
finds lodgement inthe United States Treas- 
ury. From present indications the gold in the 
Treasury, therefore willfsoon pass $100,000, 000. 
It is to-day $97,000,000. When the $100,000,000 
mark is reached the Treasuey will again re- 
sume the issuance of gold certificates, which 
by law had to be stopped when the 

old twas reduced below  $100,000,000. 

he gold certificates now outstanding are 
569, 000, 000, which is R Small quan- 
lity. The departmem, however, shows lit- 
tle or no interest whether the gold is $100,- 
000, 000 or $75,000,000, as it is the policy of the 
Secretary to use the gold on hand the same 
as the currency in meeting obligations. So 
for several months past the gold reserve has 
been treated as availabie cash. On this basis 
the available cash in the Treasury to-day 18 
322,000, 000. 


THE FAILURE LIST. 


No Banking-House Collapses of Great 
Conssquence Reported. 

BALTIMORE, Md., July 28.—The bank fail- 
ures in the United States from May 1 to July 
22 amounted to 301, and the capital involved 
$38,950,033. Of this five-sixths of the failures 
and four-fifths of the capital involved were 
in the Western and Pacific States. Ten per 
cent of the falluresand 11 per cent of the 
capital were in the South. The Southern 
failures amounted to 37, with a capital of 
$4,392,100 involved. The Western fallures 
amounted to 251, with a capital of $31,258,933. 
Thirteen failures witha capital of $2,600,000 
occurred in the Eastern and Northern States. 


CAUGHT IN THE MITCHELL FAILURE.

GRANTED RESPITES. 


Condemned Men Whe Were to Swing 
: To-Day Given Lease of Life. 


CAMDEN, Ark., July 2.—Bill Smith, the 
condemned negro murderer, who was to 
have been hanged in this city this 
morning, was granted a thirty- 
days’ respite by Gov. Fishback. 
An effort is being made to have Smith’s 
death sentence commuted to life-imprison- 
ment in the State Penitentiary. Everything 
was ready for the execution when the Gov- 
ernor’s telegram of respite was received. 

Wm. Smith was convicted of the murder 
ofFarmer E. B. Pierce in Ouachita County 
in November of last year. Pierce was shot 
down in his barn early One morning while out 
feeding his stock. . There were no witnesses. 
His house was then entered anda trunk and 
iron safe broken into and rified of their con- 
sents. Several hundred dollars were se- 
cured. The murderer and robber was able to 
make his escape without being seen as 
the servant girl employed by Pierce had gone 
out to raise an alarm after discovering him 
dead. Esca was made by the back way 
and on reaching the woods the murderer 
threw away the gun with which he had com- 
mitted the deed. The gun was a good clew. 
It was known that it had been in the posses- 
sion of Old Bill’’ Smith, formerly 1 
by Pierce as a farm hand, and it was Known 
that he had come down on the train to the 
Pierce place the morning of the murder, 
Several arrests were made, including the 
servant girl, Matilda Carr. Smith was 
searched for, but it was twoorthree days 
before the officers discovered him, and then 
they found him secretod ina hollow log. He 
was brought to Camden and lodged in jail, 
and was at once indicted for murder by the 
Grand-jury then in session. He secureda 
continuance to the spring term of the 
Ouachita court, where he was tried 
and convicted as _ indicted. The evi- 
Gence, though circumstantial, was well 
linked and was conclusive to the minds ofthe 
jury. The jury was out only a few minutes. 
Old Bill never would admit more than that he 
was at Pierce’sthe mg of the murder. 
He said a white man!. aerob 4 
the safe, and said there was another negro 
with him. But his testimony was so con- 
fiicting and so contrary to all the circum- 
stances that it had no weight at all. From 
the time he was sentenced until his death he 
never showed the slightest concern. Smith 
was between 40 and 50 years of age, copper - 
colored and small in stature. 


SORRY IT WAS GRANTED. 

Horsrox, Tex., Jaly 28.—Shaw, who was 
to be hanged here to-day for the murder of 
his mother and aunt, has been respited by 
the Governor for one week, On hearing the 
news Shaw quietly remarked: ‘*Sorry it was 
granted. Mad pitched my nerves to meet 
my fate. 

The crime for which Shaw was convicted was 
the murder of his mother and aunt, defense 
less widows, living together, the supposed 
object being to get some $30 in their posses- 
sion. The deed was committed with an old 
razor, andthe bodies were found cold and 
stick, clotted with blood from the ghastly 
wounds on the neck, April 1, 1892, the murder 
having been committed the night before. 
Shaw escaped to veston, where he was 
arrested April 2, and on his return confessed 
the crime and appeared anxious to 
hanged. On his first trial he resented the 
plea of his attorney that he was insane. A 
new trial was obtained on a technicality and 
then Shaw pleaded not guilty and set up the 
plea of insanity.

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IT WAS AMUSING. 


The Trial of Samuel Molinoff, Charged 
With Counterfeiting. 


A LARGE PERCENTAGE OF THE WIT- 
NESSES HAD RECORDS. 


Commissioner Crawford Decides That No 
Case Was Made Out Against the De- 
fondant and Discharges Him—Dele- 
gate Martin’s Experience on the 
Stand—Nearly All the Witnesses Had 
Grievances. 


All is not peace among Russian and Polish 
colonies of this city. In fact, some of the 
best Known membDers are at bitter war, 
which is waged not only by physical means, 
but alsohas cropped out in several of the 
courts. The Federal Courts have at last 
been drawn in,and a hot contest, which 
opened yesterday, is being carried on to-day. 

The principal contestants are Samuel Mo- 
linoff, a Russian paperhanger, and Nathan 
Levin, a Polish barber. On Monday last 
Levin appeared before Assistant United 
States District Attorney Cahoon, and in- 
formed him that Molinoff had in August, 
1892, offered to sellhim counterfeit money. 
Several other witnesses made the same 
claims, and as a result a warrant was issued 
tor Molifoff. Another result was an assault 
made by Molinoff and his wife upon Levin, 
in the course of which he was badly damaged 
by a watermelon, which the irate lady 
smashed over his head. This has been 
brought before the local authorities. 

Yesterday afternoon the counterfeiting 
case came up for hearing before United 
States Commissioner Crawford. A perfect 
horde of witnesses was in attendance, the 
crowd being so great thatan adjournment 
had to be taken to the Circuit Court room. 
John I, Martin appeared for the defendant, 
and Assistant District Attorney Cahoon 
represented the government in the case. 

SAMUEL BAUSCHAFT TESTIFIES. 

At 11 o’clock this morning the hearing com- 
menced yesterday was resumed. Samuel 
Bauschaft, a peddler of 104 North Tenth 
street was the first witnesscalled. He testi- 
fied that Molinoff had offered him 50 cents on 
the dollar forall counterfeit money that he 
could pass. 


Were you not arrested and convicted for 
stealing machinery?’’ asked Attorney Mar- 


tin.

He gave an account of an alleged 
attempt of Molinoff to swindle him ina real 
estate deai, but he knew nothing of any 
counterfelt money. 

Michael Corman of 2005 Wash street.when 
asked if he knew Molinoff,replied that he was 
very sorry to say that he did. He wished to 
testify that Molinoff made his living by fall- 
ing off street cars and obtaining damages for 
injuries, but knew nothing of eounterfeit 
money. 

When d4ismissed he refused to remain 
silent, and standing behind the chair of the 
Commissioner, shrieked out: Look at that 
fellow; heain’t the color of a man. I work 
for my living and to support one wife. Why 
do you let him rob insurance companies and 
keep four?’’ 

He was finally quieted and went off mutter- 
ing. 
N ASKED A DISMISSAL. 

Attorney Martin argued that the case 
should be dismissed on the testimony of the 
Government .witnesses, but was overruled. 
The first witness called by the defense was 
Elizabeth Pachok, livingat Sixth street and 
Franklin avenue. She sald that Bauschaft 
had offered her 310 to testify against 
Molinof. 5 

It was with great difficulty that she could 
make herself understood, speakinga most 
remarkable conglomeration of English, low 
and high German and Russian that 
put two interpreters to rout. 
When asked who her employers 
were she saldthat she knew neither the 
name of the man nor the women for whom 
she was working as a cook. 

Elias Wasser wasthen called. He stated 
that in 1892 he had, while Deputy Sheriff, ar- 
rested Jacob Bauschaft for wife abandon- 
ment. While conveying Bauschaft to the 
jail he had threatened to ‘‘fix’’ Molinoff so 
that he would remember him all his life; that 
he had crowd enough to do it. Wasser 
had also arrested Levin and testified that 
Levin hau threatened Molinoff. 

On crosg-examination Wasser testified that 
Levin was the president of a lodge of which 
Wasser was a member, and that Wasser was 
suspended for striking Levin in the lodge 
room. 

When asked concerning Levin's reputation 
he stated that he had run away With another 
man’s wife, and that being thus deprived of 
his means of support the man had been com- 
pelled to make his living by begging. 

J. Koplan swore that Levin had made 
threats against Molinoff.

Charles Vail, who was injured yesterday by 
falling through the elevator shaft of the new 
Union Trust Building, is resting quietly to- 
Gay at the home of his mother, 937 Hamilton 
avenue. From the time he fell until the 
present Vail has never lost consciousness. 
The physicians who have examined him pro- 
nounce him in a critical condition, but be-

Gent insurance. Vall was a crank on acci- 
dent policies, said Mr. Mebonald this 
morning.

WORLD’s Fan Grounps, Chicago, July28.— 
The Fair elevators in Manufactures Bullding 
Started skyward again this morning with 
passengers, although the prohibitive order 
of the Council of Administration and 
Director-General Davis is supposed to be 
in force yet. It was announced by 
President Higginbotham yesterday that 
the elevator concessionaire would not be al- 
lowed to resume business until the four tron 
stairways were built from the floor to the 
roof, and the contract for their construction 
called fortheir completion inten days. Bat 
itseems thatthe Executive Committee of 
the directory resolved to have the elevators 
running again without waiting for the exit 
steirways to de built, and by some 
authority the elevator owners are 
carrying visitors to the roof 
again. The Director-General says he issued 
no permit to the elevator people to start 
carrying people to the roof, although he is 
supposed to have supreme control over the 
departmental buildings, and it was through 
him the order to close the elevator came. 
Director Schwab of the Council of Adminis- 
tration, professes to be ignorant of the 
whole matter, and denies that the Council 
has issued a permit for the elevators 
to be run before the stairways were 


constructed as an exit from the rocfin case 
of re. The fear of fre and its possible con- 
sequences seem to have had the effect of 
Keeping people from ascending to the prom. 
enade onthe roof, as only a few visitors 
were seen there. The Executive Committee 
ofthe Directory, however, finds it cannot 
afford to lose a source of revenue to the Ex- 
position, even at the risk of another fre hor- 
ror.

The fire at Fifield 
was much more serious than at Prentice, 
starting in the shed at the Clifton Hotel and 
swept away thirty-nine business buildings 
andafew dellings, taking all the business 
portion ofthe town. No estimate can be 
made of the loss at this time, but it must 
reach over $100,000. Rain came last night, 
which for the present will check forest fires 
that have been doing considerable damage. 


LUMBER MILL AND SHEDS. 
LUDINGTON, Mich., July 28.—At. 40’clock 
this morning Carter’s mill and mill grounds, 
including a large landing anda large amount 
of lumber and shingles, were completely de- 
stroyed by fire.

I also con- 
sider that the Fish Commissioners 
have a duty to perform, the result 
of which will be beneficial to every 
man, woman and childinthe State. We de- 
sire for every farmer whohas springs on his 
farm tosave his water and make artificial 
lakes, just the same as he would save his 
wheat crop.

The Western railroads have tried to do 
the fair thing in the matter of World’s 
Fair rates, but have just failed to reach 
the mark.

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AN EXCELLENT EXAMPLE. 


The Louisville bankers have profited by 
the severe experience with a senseless 
panic which compelled four banks of that 
city to close their doors. They have taken 
the very step toavert senseless runs which 
were suggested in yesterday’s Post- 
DISPATCH as a rational and wise method 
of meeting foolish scares and averting dis- 
aster. The banks as a body have deter- 
mined to stand by any good institution 
which may be threatened by a groundless 
panic, to publicly prove and guarantee its 
solvency and pledge the payment of all its 
obligations. 

This action utilizes not only the 

strength of union but the force of reason. 
It proposes to meet ignorance with intel- 
ligence and senseless fear with reassuring 
guarantee that there is no danger. Itis 
the method of wisdom and wise precaution 
against needless disasters. Does anyone 
doubt that every solvent institution which 
has succumbed to crazy runs would have 
been saved if the facts had been made 
known and its solvency guaranteed by all 
of its associates? 
It is foolish to rig calamity when intel- 
ligent precaution will avert it. It is absurd 
to suffer from lack of confidence when 
confidence may easily be preserved. The 
lesson which the Louisville bankers have 
learned at heavy cost may be utilized free 
of cost and to great advantage by bankers 
and business men in other cities.

ARBITRATION, 


Definite information with regard to 
Siam’s reply to the French demands indi- 
cates a spirit of concession on the part of 
the Siamese Government, which offers 
ample opportunity for France to come 
down from her high horse with dignity. 
Siam humbly sues for peace, and only 
asks a show of fairness in settling the 
differences between the two nations. 
Although all the trouble arises from 
French aggression Siam agrees to bear 
the whole burden of loss. She agrees to 
pay two-thirds of the general indemnity 
claim of France and full compensation for 
all French losses despite the fact that 
Siam has lost more than France. With re- 
gard to the territorial demand Siam com- 
plains with apparent good reason that the 
claims of France are vague, and while ask- 
ing for definite terms on this point agrees 
to give up territory which the strongest 
advocate of France would doubtless admit 
included far more than she has any right 
to claim, 

In view of Biam’s humble attitude and 
the fair basis of compromise she has offered 
persistence on the part of Francein pro- 
ceeding to gots of war will only givé a 
stronger color of wanton injustice and 
aggression to her treatment of weak Siam. 
It would show that the French Ministers 
are willing to go to extreme lengthe of 
bullying aggression and to sacrifice the 
national reputation tor just and peacea- 
ble intention in order to further their 
politiéal interests and ambitions.

ENGLAND'S REAL ATTITUDE. 

The frankest comment from English 
sourceson the subject of British interfer- 
ence to protect Siam from French oppres- 
sion comes from the Westminster Gazette. 
That journal takes the belligerent newspa- 
pers to task for indulging in vain bluster, 
and adds: Great Britain ought not to 
forget that France may possibly have a 
case as good in French eyes as any British 
case is in British eyes.’’ 

This confession of the real British atti- 
tude is refreshingly honest and embodies 
the situation in a nutshell. Great Britain 
is the last nationin the world which can 
afford to cast a stone at a land-grabber or 
teconjure up a spirit of justice in dealing 
with weaker nations over territorial dis- 
putes. Hersinsin this respect are moun- 
tain high. There are too many British 
cases which are only good in British eyes 
tor the Queen's Government to set up a 
rule of fair play in similar cases of other 
nations. The national squatters and land- 
grabbers must respect each other’s looting 
privileges. 

Great Britain knows this well and 
France knows it. French statesmen know 
that the price of British complacency in 
her Siamese operations is a careful regard 
for British interests. The Governments of 
the two countries might come to a satis- 
factory arrangement, but another element 
figures in the difficulty. Both Govern- 
ments must reckon with the people. There 
isthe danger. French pride and love of 
glory and British jealousy and _ greed 
are back of the Ministries. The French 
Government may be forced by popular 
clamor to acts which will be resented by 
the British. There is always a possibility 
in such critical situations of an accidental 
clash which may lead to serious conse- 
quences. It is altogether a nasty squabble 
in which the vital and sound interests of 
nations are endangered through selfish 
ambition and foolish greed of conquest and 
unjust acquisition.

LORD ROSEBERRY’S very diplomatic and 
pacific explanation to the House of Lords 
of England’s attitude on the Siamese ques- 
tion, reserved ample ground for English 
interference without uttering any threats 
at which France could take offense. A 
blockade might raise some questions of 
international law, he said, but Great 
Britain had not yet been notified of its es- 
tablishment, and perhaps it was not too 
much to hope tBat the necessity might be 
averted. Then, too, the territorial ar- 
rangements proposed by France in- 
volved matters which concern Great 
Britain. He was glad to believe 
that France was no less alive 
than Great Britain to the value of Siamese 
independence and the importance of keep- 
ing the frontiers of France and Great 
Britain apart. In short, he suggested 
plenty of ground for English interferenve 
without mentioning the province of Luang 
Prabang, ceded by Burmah to Siam on 
condition that it should never be surren- 


dered by Siam to any other country.

Tun verdict of the Coroner’s jury in the 


McKibben case isa fitting culmination of 
the blundersoime conduct of the investiga- 
tion by the Coroner’s office. This verdict 
is. a mere expression of the jury’s 
suspicion of Maud McKibben’s guilt 
based upon evidence which it is 
careful to state is circumstantial. 
A verdict of suspicion does not afford much 
ground to work upon, but it is the kind of 
verdict to be expected in an inquiry which 
was handicapped from beginning to end 
by delay and carelessness. The only fact 
brought out in the case is the poisoning of 
McKibben and his daughter. This is 
practically the only material evidence 
upon which the jury bases its suspicion of 
Maud McKibben’s guilt. It will take 
more than that to secure conviction. The 
slovenly way in which the case was han- 
dled makes it doubtful if the mystery can 
ever be cleared up by legal process. 


Tux fact that the electrocutor did not 
electrocute Murderer Taylor with neatness 
and dispatch will doubtless be made the 
basis ofa furious attack upon electrocu- 
tion as a brutal method of executing 
criminals.

Taxing Large Incomes. 
From the New York WORLD. 

Dr. Barth of Berilnin considering a possi. 
dle decrease of income if the United States 
tariff is reduced, says that ‘‘it could be re- 
placed easily through taxation of the larger 
fortunes’’—in other words, by an income 
tax. He added that this plan of taxation 
nad been introduced recently in Prussia 
and was working well in every particular, as 
the tax affected ouly those fortunes well able 
to bear it. 

This confirms previous statements made in 
the WORLD regarding the operation of this 
tax in Prussia. It has worked so well that 
Dr. Barth favors its adoption for raising the 
extra money needed to meet the expense of 
increasing the Germun army. 

But the experienceof Prussia is not novel. 
This kind of taxation has worked well 
wherever it has been imposed. Ofcourse 
most men who have large fortunes do not 
like it. They want to go on and make 
money, paying as few taxes as possible, 
Many of them do not hesitate to commit per- 
jury to escape taxation which they can well 
afford. They want all taxation to be of such 
a kind that they can easily recoup them- 
selves for their share from the poor. 

Always the poor pay more than their share 
of the expenses of the government. They do 
it in New York City now. There is no other 
way of evening up this maßter so certain and 
so just as the taxation of large incomes. 


China a Great Power.

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He Claims the Undertaker Will Not Sur- 
render the Permit Unless Paid or Guar- 
anteed His Bill in Full—Shevlin Says 
the Document Is at the Cemotery—City 
Hall News. 


This morning John Heketer, accompanied 
by his brother-in-law, Fred Schenck, called 
upon Health Commissioner Homan and made 
complaint against Undertaker J. B Shevlin, 
whose establishment is located on Laclede 
a venus. . 

Last Wednesday morning Fannie, the 21- 
year-old wife of Fred Schenck, after a several 
months’ siege of consumption, died at her 
late home, 618 south Ewing avenue. 
Dr. H. H. Mudd, who had attended the lady, 


during her illness, issued a burial certificate 
to the husband of the deceased. Undertaker 
Shevlin was then called upon, and it is said 
he agreed to bury the remains for 380. 
Schenck and Hepeter claim that they paid 
him $20 as deposit and that he then began to 
repare the remains for burial, placing them 
ntheice-box. After he had done this the 
burial certificate was turned over to him, 
and it is alleged, he refused to have anything 
more to do with the remains unless 
he was paid a second deposit of $380 
and given good security for the 
remaining $30 which would still be due, 
This demand the relatives ofthe deceased 
refused to comply with, whereupon it fs 
charged that Shevlin left and has not taken 
any steps toward conducting the funeral. 
The remains are still in the ice box and it 
seems that it will be a day or two before the 
burial will take place. In the meantime 
Shevlin retains the certificate, and itj is 
averred refuses to turn it over to the rela- 
tives, who intend toengage another under- 


taker. 

Messrs. Schenck and Heketer asked 
Health Commissioner Homan how. they 
should proceed and if they could not 
obtain a duplicate certificate from Dr, Mudd. 
They were informed that the latter remedy 
could be resorted to only in case of the orig- 
inal certificate having been lost The Board 
of Health could not recognize the duplicate 
while the orixinal was in existence. 

Commissioner Homan looked up the law on 
the subject and found that, according to 
sections 305, 306 and 3807 of the Revised Ordi- 
nances, it was his duty in this particular 
case, to notify the relatives and friends of the 
deceased to remove the remains, and upon 
their failing to comply, the Health Commis- 
sioner shall take charge and bury tbe re- 
mains in Potter’s Field. Those who refused 
to obey the order may be subject to a fine of 
not less than $25 nor more than $500. 

Acting upon the information furnished by 
Schenck and Heketera letter was addressed 
to Undertaker Shevlin calling his attention 
to this ordinence and requesting him to call 
at the Health Commissicner’s office and give 
an explanation of his action. 

This is the first case of the kind that has 
ever come to the notice of the Health De- 
partment.

Hennessey. The allegations made in this 
complaint are that defective plumbing has 
been discovered in 522 houses between 
Evans avenue on the north, Forest Park 
boulevard on the soutn, Cabanne 
on he east and King’s high- 
way on the west. The complaint 
was referred to the Committee on Plumbing 
of the board, of which Sewer Commissioner 
Southard is Chairman.

on condemned tracts before the benefits and 
damages are assessed and settled. Hereto- 
fore work of this kind would begun as 
soon as the property was condemned, but 
so many heavy damage suits fell on the city 
because of the injury done to the 
abutting property owners, that City Coun- 
selor Marshall called a halt on the members 
of the Board of Public Improvements and pro- 
hibited any grading work done until 
damages and benefits had been assessed on 
abutting property.

FRIEND IN NEED. 


Maud McKibben Defended by Rev. 
William Jones. 


HE HAS TAKEN HER INTO HIS HOME 
AND BELIEVES HER INNOCENT 


The Coroner’s Verdict a Surprise, But 
the Analysis Thought to Be Favora- 
ble—Maud Refuses to See Reporters, 
But Talks About Her Case by Proxy 


—A Defense Theory. 


Maud McKibben has resolutely refused to 
see reporters since the Coroner’s jury in the 
McKibben pojoning case returned its ver- 
dictin whi the jurors expressed the 
belief that she put the paris green 
into the food which caused the death of her 
father and sister. Rev. Wm, Jones, who 
took her into his household at 1456 Wash 
street, upon her release from jall, appears 
for her when representatives of the press 
calland speaks for the girl better than she 
could for herself. He was asked to-day if 
Maud had any way of explaining how the 
paris green got into the fatal dinner. 

„Maud simply says, he answered, that 
she doesn’t know how it got there. It Is 
known that Mrs. Stewart was in the habit of 
keeping paris green in the cupboard, but 
there is no way of telling how it got into the 
food, unless the theory of Mrs. Biggs, 
Maud’s sister, is accepted. Mrs. Biggs 
says that Mrs. Stewart had been in a state of 
great mental excitementand worry over the 
loss of the $150, which Maud has since con- 
fessed having stolen. The loss so preyed upon 
the mind of the deceased woman that for 
whole nights she did not sleep and during 
the day her thoughts were upon the money, 
and she went about her duties in a listless, 
absent-minded way. In this state of 
mind she may have by accident let the paris 
green sift from the shelves of the cupboard 
into some dish used at dinner, or have inad- 
vertently used some of it instead of some fla- 
voring she intended to use. However that 
may be, Maud still protests that she had 
nothingto do with the poisoning. She says 
she has confessed every wrong thing she 
was guilty of, butdeclares: ‘I never can 
be made to confess this, no matter what the 
jury or anybody else does or says, because I 
didn’t doit.’ When I told her that the boys, 
who had testified against her character at 
the inquest, had since admitted that they 
had not told the truth Maud seemed surprised 
any importance should have been attached to 
their statements in the first place. Why, 
she said, I didn’t suppose anybody believed 
those foolish lies — 4 +4 

Mr. Jones says he has been most agreeably 
surprised in Maud. ‘‘Whenlfirst took her 
in, said he, it was merely as a matter of 
human charity. From the evidence and her 
own confession I believe d her as bad as she 
could be, a hopeless case in rede 
but ever since she has been in the house 
have found her docile, obedient and disposed 
to do whatever she could to make herself use- 
ful. She displays considerabie feeling, and 
evidently had great affection for her father. 
If I had anything for her to do—that Is 
enough to make it worth while to em- 

loy any one here—I should undoubtedly 
Seep her permanently. I have kept her here 
this long before trying to get her a place be- 
cause I expected an exoneration by the Cor- 
oner’s jury and thought it would be easier 
than to get her something to do. I was 
much surprised by the verdfct.
